They will continue to increase 
over southern Florida as the core 
of the storm approaches, and will 
reach hurricane force from Fort 
Lauderdale and Naples southward 
this afternoon, the advisory said. 
"The center is expected to reach 
the Keys by early this afternoon 
after which a slow turn to north­ 
ward is probable," Chief Forecaster 
Grady Norton predicted. 
Before dawn most residents of the 
Keys, mindful of the 1935 blow that 
cost more than 500 lives, had sped 
northward by bus lines, army buses, 
or private car to homestead on the 
m ainland, or south to shelter at Key 
West.
